Use of Gastroncope 
It used to be the fashion to say 
of the weak stomach group that 
they had gastritis, which means 
inflammation of the stomach wall. 
Then for various reasons tnfc term 
went out of fashion. Principally 
becauaa after death the stomach 
rapidly begins to digest itself and 
at autopsy people who had that 
diagnosis pinned on them were not 
found to nave any inflammatory 
changes in the stomach that could 
be demonstrated or seen with the 
microscope. 
But within the last few years an 
instrum ent called the gastroscope 
has been invented, which is a very 
ingenious little gadget that has an 
electric light on the end of it, can 
be swallowed without too much 
trouble and through an arrange­ 
ment of m irrors the inside of the 
stomach can be inspected. Now in 
living stomachs in many instances 
of indigestion a gastritis can be 
seen, so the term has come back 
into use.

stomach wall, they have gas and 
bloating and a sense of fullness 
through the entire bowel. 
In searching for the causes of 
the condition the first thought 
would be alcohol, but careful in­ 
vestigation seldom shows this to 
bt the case. Dr. Seymour Gray waa 
gastroscopic exam iner of IOO alco­ 
holic addicts and found a perfectly 
normal appearing stomach in over 
half of them and in most of th* 
rest the changes were surprisingly 
mild. Tobacco however, is more 
likely to injure the stomach mu­ 
cosa, especially in the form of 
chewing tobacco. Food, or food 
habits, did not seem to play an im­ 
portant role. The cause of most of 
the cases remained undetected. It 
seems that there are people who 
are just fated to have poor stom­ 
achs. 
The treatm ent is quite satisfac­ 
tory if you can keep the person 
with the gastritis in a cheerful 
frame of mind. This is, of course, 
ea ter said than done. By all mean* 
steer hun away from surgeons, 
from the boy who is over eager to 
show his skill with the knife. Diet 
*s im portant more on the grounds 
of how often rather than what 
they eat. Big meals distend them 
and make them gassy and uncom­ 
fortable so four or five small meals 
a day are better than three big 
ones. The nutrition is im portant 
and vitamin rich foods should be 
selected and also such blood build­ 
ing foods as liver and iron con­ 
taining foods—such as eggs. Some 
doctors have had success with very 
large doses of Vitamin A. 
Few Drugs Used 
D rugs do not play much of a 
p art in the trea tm e n t If there is 
spasm % little belladonna now and 
then affords relief and depending 
on whether th* condition is accom­ 
panied by an increase or a decrease 
in the secretions of the stomac.i, 
substitute gastric juice in the form 
of hydrochloric acid ard pepsin, or 
antiacids in the form of soda bi­ 
carbonate are given. 
The principle thing is to impress 
or the patient that he will get well 
if he takes a philosophic attitude.
